Loyola's  drama  season  started  this  year  with  glimpses 
of  history.  In  No\  emher,  the  Evergreen  Players  prodnced 
Arthur  Miller's  The  Crucible  under  the  direction  of  Arion 
Alston,  'fhe  play  brings  the  audience  hack  to  Salem, 
Massachusetts  in  1692  during  the  witch  trials.  It  tells  the 
story  of  Abigail  Williams,  played  by  Hilary  Stingly,  a 
Puritan  woman  accused  of  being  a witch  and  the 
to\\  nspeople's  reactions.  Strong  performances  by  the  cast 
helped  to  personify  the  fear  and  grief  that  must  have 
occurred  during  this  turbulent  time  in  early  America. 

A more  recent  time  was  depicted  in  the  Poison  Cup 
Players  production  of  Taking  Sides,  directed  by  senior, 
Elizabeth  Carlson.  The  small  cast  performed  a show^ 
dealing  with  the  separation  of  art  and  politics  after  World 
War  II.  Major  Stev^e  Arnold,  played  by  Greg  Westphal,  is 
on  the  search  to  find  those  still  associated  wath  the  Nazi 
party,  and  this  time  the  suspect  is  Wilhelm  Eurtwangler,  a 
popular  German  music  conductor.  During  the 
investigation,  he  comes  across  a comedic  violinist  played 
by  Len  Savoleo  and  a distraught  widow  played  by  Mary 
Cameron.  Bobbi  Datz,  as  the  stenographer,  and  David 
Hepburn,  as  the  Lieutenant  assist  Arnold  with  the 
interrogations.  Consisting  mainly  of  intense  exchanges, 
this  drama  remains  tense  throughout  its  entirety.

I’he  dnima  perforniecl  hy  the  Evergreen  Players  in 
McManus  Theater  tliis  Eel')ruary  was  nothing  short  of 
unsettling.  Playwright  Bertolt  Brecht  is  known  for  his 
edgy  plays  and  Bcicil  is  definitely  one  of  them.  I'he  story 
centers  on  the  main  character  Baal,  played  by  Joshua 
Ferri,  and  his  life  in  early  2()th  century  Germany.  He  is  a 
poet  and  songwriter,  traveling  from  place  to  place, 
drinking,  socializing,  womanizing,  and  occasionally 
performing  his  work.  Baal  travels  with  his  friend  Ekart, 
played  by  Paul  Zajac.  Ekait  is  a caring  and  emotional 
complement  to  Baals  shameless  personality. 

One  of  the  biggest  reasons  why  this  play  is  so 
shocking  and  uncomfortable  at  times  is  because  of  the 
immoral  relations  Baal  has  with  women.  Throughout  the 
play,  he  has  affairs  with  them,  some  older  and  married, 
some  young  and  off  the  street.  Although  he  clearly  uses 
the  women  for  his  own  pleasure,  stronger  feelings  than 
usual  arise  when  he  meets  Sophie  Barger,  played  by 
Lorraine  Cucldeback,  but  they  fade  away  once  she 
becomes  pregnant. 

Although  the  play  was  at  times  bizarre  and  dealt  with 
some  heavy  subject  matter,  the  performance  by  the  cast 
was  amazing.  The  Evergreen  Players  put  on  a fabulous 
show,  displaying  each  actor's  dramatic  abilities.  Along 
with  the  simplistic  stage  setting  and  occasional  songs,  this 
show  was  definitely  the  showcase  of  the  winter  theater 
season. 
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Hopesquad.  Committee 
members,  including  Jackie  Davis, 
Amanda  Kaestner,  and  Nicole 
Centrella,  helped  run  every 
aspect  of  the  event  from  setting 
up  the  venue  to  passing  out 
food  to  the  hungry  participants.

The  H20unds  began  the  2007  season  with  a bang,  diving  right 
into  some  of  the  most  intensive  training  the  team  has  seen  in  years. 
This  was  thanks  to  the  addition  of  Michael  Hoffman,  the  new  full-time 
assistant  coach.  Hoffman  has  directed  his  efforts  to  improving  and 
expanding  the  program.  Thus,  the  Greyhounds  endured  a season  of 
difficult  training,  including  a rigorous  ten-day  training  trip  to  Florida. 

The  hard  work  proved  to  be  worth  the  effort,  landing  the  team  in 
the  number  three  spot  overall  in  the  MAAC.  This  was  the  first  season 
the  team  participated  in  the  ECAC  Championships  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts.
